He liked the appearance of 
the ornamental ware upon his table, 
but he insisted on placing .tho cup in 
the saucer, like a miniature flower 
pot, and used exclusively to drink. 
fi'om, preparing the beverage in a 
common instead of an individual re­ 
ceptacle. 
In course of time England began the 
manufacture of cups and saucers, and 
pictares which have boon preser\'ed 
from the days of the Stuarts show 
big, flaring cups, four inches across 
the top, with saucei’s loss than three 
inches in diameteri 
By degrees one 
dwindled and the other expanded, un­ 
til in the middle of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury tho opposite extreme was reached 
and fashioxuible tea services had cups 
only an inch and a half in diameter, 
accompanied by five-inch saucers. 
Tiie handle of the teacup came from 
Mediterranean lands, 
Oiiginally it 
was mado of thick and strong earth­ 
enware and applied to heavy jars and 
lamps. 
Its 
decorative 
possibilities 
popularized it with Greek and Iloman 
potters, who'extended ita use to small 
amphors and fiagons; but, as the ^Yord 
“aniphor” indicates, tho handle was 
double, like tliat of tlie bouillon cup 
today. 
Single handles crept into usc‘ 
by slow degrees and were probably ap­ 
plied to drinking cups about the time, 
that coffee came into vogue in south­ 
ern Europe, the beverage being taken 
almost at the boiling point, so that 
some device for lifting tlie cup wiüi* 
out burning the fingers w’as found do* 
si rabie. 
Traveling slowly northward, the one- 
handled coffee cup finally reached 
Great Britain, whore its merits were 
immediately recognized. 
It was not 
long before handles wero applied to 
drinking utensils of every description. 


Find SagebrMsh Has Value. 
^1^)0 Siigebrush of the western prai­ 
rie lands,* heretofore regarded as ut­ 
terly useless, is now to be extensively 
availed of in the manufacture of pi)t- 
ash. lOxperiments have been c(»nduct- 
cd covering a long period of time with 
specimens of the sagebrush from dif­ 
ferent parts of the counti. , and it has 
been demonstrated that the ashes of 
the plant contain from 15 to oO per 
cent potash, which will make the lian- 
dling of the sagebrush quíte profitable.

Sc^einK a car coming towards him at a 
high rate of spm l without liffbta and fig* 
xAiTKinK ncroM the road, about 10 o’clork 
on Wednesday night, Daniel Wagner, of

The Imnilsoine new St. John^s Lutheran 
church, Hov.

To make French dressing, which is 
the simplest form of salad dressing, 
have the mixing howl cold ns well 
as the oil ; mix the condiments, using 
a luilf teaspoonful of salt, a few 
dashi's of cayenne, sl.v tablospoonfuls 
of oil and two to four of vinegar, de­ 
pending .somewhat upon the taste, the 
combination of foods, or the acidity of 
the vinegjir. 
The ice is sometimes 
tise<i ns n mixing spoon l>y pressing 
a fork Into It or against it. 
Mix the 
condlmonis, add the oil and mix again, 
then adì’ the acid, a few drops i\*‘ a 
time, beating until nn emulsion Ls 
formed. Another way to use this dress­ 
ing is to p(uir the oil over the vegtv 
tables, 
tossing until evenly mixed, 
then sprinkle with salt and pepper 
and add the vinegar an<l toss again. 
When a quantity of dre.ssing is need- 
e<i ft may be put into a mason jar ali 
rea(iy for mixing: put on the rubber 
cover and give it a good shaking to 
mix th(» (iressing. 
Mayonnaise 
Dressing.—Take 
the 
yolks of two egiis, beat well and then 
add a teaspi.onfnl of mustard, a half 
teaspoonful of salt, a dash of red pep­ 
per. a teasi)oonfnl of powdered sugar 
and mix again; then a<hl oil, drop by 
drop, until it is ver.v thick, when the 
acid may bo added, also a few drops 
at u time; beat until a pint of oil is 
used and two tahh^poonful.s each of 
lemon juice and vinegar. 
After tho 
dressing has used a cupful of oil, the 
oil may bri added faster. 
Have all 
the dishes and ingredients cold and 
the divssing will not separate. If this 
should happen, start the process all 
over again, using fresh egg yolk, and 
use the dressing to boat into It as if 
It were tiie oil. 
Roquefort Cheese Salad Dressing,— 
Make a Fi*ench dressing by using 
nine tablccipoonfuls of olivo oil and 
four of vinegar, one and a half tea- 
spoonfulB of salt, a dash of red pep­ 
per and two tablospoo)ifuls of sugar. 
When blendod add three tablespoon­ 
fuls of chili satico and two table­ 
spoonfuls of thick sweet cream. Put 
on ice and chill.

BOTH SIDES ARE HOPEFUL 


iVhite

Prospects That Big Strike Will be 
Averted. 


President Wilson has apparently 
made 
suoh 
progress 
in 
his 
cion- 
forence 
with 
the 
railroad 
man- 
ngers and the heads of the broJi* 
crhoods, which are threatening a na­ 
tion-wide strike, that after he had 
conferred with both 
sides 
it 
was 
agreed the outlook was hopeful. 
When the railroad managers closed 
their conference with the president 
they went into a ¿secret meeting to dis­ 
cuss some proposal which the presi­ 
dent had laid before them, as a result 
of his earlier conference 
with 
the 
brotherhood leaders. 
Its nature was 
kept secret, but it was believed to be 
that the president appoint neutral ar­ 
bitrators and thus satisfy the demand 
of the men that they go before a board 
which they considered so constituted 
as to give them a fair hearing. 
The brotherhood men, at their con­ 
ference with the president, indicated a 
willingness ta arbitrate if the presi­ 
dent himself would hear the case, or 
possibly if ho would appoint the neu­ 
trals on a largo board, on which all 
the brotherhoods would be represent­ 
ed. 
When Uie managers* committee left 
the White House, it was said the pres­ 
ident hai put plainly before both sides 
the interests of the public and con­ 
sidered that a" decision rested v/ith the 
managers and the employes and that 
ho could do nothing but wait. 
After the railroad men left. Judge 
W. Jj, Chambers, one of the mediatois, 
again saw tlie president, and then 
went to confer with the railroad man­ 
agers at their hotel. 
do not fee.1 any worse,*' saiJ 
Judge Chambers. 
After his conforence with the rail­ 
road managers, President Wilson is­ 
sued the following statement: 
have met both sides and have 
gone over tho case with utmost frank­ 
ness. I shall not be able to judge until 
later whether we have a feasible basis 
of settlement.*' 
Secretary Tumulty, who gave out the 
president's statement, refused to am- 
'plify it in any way, saying that noth­ 
ing could be known definitely until the 
president sees the managers again. 
If the president falls to persuade 
the railroad men and their employes 
to settle their differences and a gen­ 
eral strike is called, it v/ill bo direct­ 
ed from headquarters in New York. 
This announcement was made as the 
leaders of the four big railway broth­ 
erhoods and tho 
railroad 
managers 
reached Washington for the confer­ 
ence Avith the head of the nation. 
At brotherhood headquarters in New 
York it was said that all preparations 
had been made for putting into effect 
a strike that would stop every train, 
passenger and freight, on the 225 rail­ 
way systems of the Unit?d States. The 
critical state of affairs was indicated 
l)y the anxiety displayed in every big 
industry, which v/ould be crippled by 
the failure of transportation.

Several linos oi 
ontrenchments were carried by the 
Italians in their Initial assaults, whicli 
also gained them 3000 prisoners, and 
Vienna admit.s that the lost ground ha.'i 
been only partly recovered. 
The British pursuing

routed in their advance on tho Suf'7. 
canal, have overtaken the Ottoman 
rear guard thirty-six miles east of the 
canal.

A four-mile stretch of the Philadel 
phia Turnpike at Clnymont has just 
“been rebuilt by Walter S. ‘French, 
of Wilmington, 
De/1., 
who, 
becaufo 
of the scarcity of labor applied to the 
trustees of the New Castle county 
^vorlchouse and obtained fifteen prison 
^rs.

paid the trustees ?1 a day for the use 
of each man.
